Great pains were taken 
with the liner—a_ perforated 
pipe, wound with wire, which 
keeps out the sand and strains 
-the oil. Double the usual] num- 
ber of holes were drilled in the 
No. 2 liner before it was lowered 
to the bottom of the well. 
Several delays occurred in 
the drilling and finishing of this 
well, but extra care was taken 
to remedy the various diffi- 
culties without injuring the 
casing or decreasing the diame- 
ter. The Southern No. 3 well 
has six inch casing, but there 
are two strings of pipe, one 
four inch and one two inch, in 
itand this naturally obstructs 
the flow of oil. The Southern 
No. 4 is a four inch well. 

The Jennings Pipe Line is 
operating to its full capacity. 
Barges are being loaded daily 
on the Bayou Nezpique, and the 
completion of a switch and 
loading rack at Jennings, the 
terminus of the pipe line, makes 
it possible to load tank cars 
without delay.

and drillers on Spindletop and

instances in sinking their wells 
through it. Sometimes the wa- 
ter, which is forced down 

through the drilling pipe and 
which ordinarily comes up on 
the outside of the pipe, thus do- 
ing away, to a large extent, 
with the friction which other- 
wise would prevent the pipe 
from rotating, is lost when the 
drill enters quicksand, and 
progress is stopped until the sit- 
uation cah be controlled. In 
sinking a shaft through quick- 
sand the water and sand come 
in faster than they can be 
pumped out, thus effectually te- 
tarding operations. 

If Captain Lucas succeeds in 
originating a method whereby 
the quicksand can be overcome, 
anew and very profitable indus- 
try will no doubt be added to 
Beaumont’s already varied en- 
terprises.
